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New Postal Rates To 
Take Effect March 2 


Postmaster William Wollman 
today reminded U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice customers that new pos- 
tage rates will go into effect 
Saturday. 


“Beginning March 2,"’ Mr. 
Wollman ‘said, ‘‘first class mail 
will be 10 cents per ounce, air- 
mail will be 13 cents and post 
cards eight cents.” 


The Postmaster also pointed 
out that mailers may purchase 
their new stamps by mail, sav- 
ing time and a gasoline-consum- 
ing trip to the post office. These 
orders may be paid by check or 
ncney order. 


Because of the shortage of pa- 
per for printing and the mam- 
moth logistics job of providing 
official Postal Service stamps- 
by-mail order blanks to some 
42,0000 post offices, the new or- 
der forms may not be available 
at all locations in time for the 
rate change. 

Third class mail rates, mostly 
for advertising material, will 
rise by 1.3 cents per piece, put- 
ting the rate at 6.1 cents for 
each of (12 first 250,000 pieces 
mailed and 6.3 cents for each 
additional piece. 

Fourth class mail rates, main- 
ly used for parcel post, will in- 
evease an average of six per 
cent, depending on weight and 
distance. 

While the full increase for 
airmail, first class, third class 
and parcel post matter will take 
erfect on March 2, the rate in- 
creases for second class mail, 
(.e. newspapers and maga- 
zines) and a special fourth class 
rate for educational materials, 
will be spread out over varying 
periods through mid-1982. 

Second-class rates are com- 
puted on several different bas- 
es, reflecting advertising con- 
tent of the periodicals involved 
and distance mailed. 

Mailed books and records will 
rise from 16 to 18 cents for the 
first pound, with the cost of 
each additional pound 3 cents 
the same as presently charged. 

International rates will rise 
by 20 percent, all rates to Can- 
ada and Mexico will be the 
same as the higher domestic 
rates in most categories. 

‘Cost of mailing a one-ounce 
international surface letter will 
rise from 15 to 18 cents. Air 
mail letter rates to Western 
Hemisphere countries from 21 
to 26 cents for each half ounce, 
up to two ounces. Surface and 
air parcels will rise about 15 
percent. 

Higher operating costs were 
cited by the Postal Service as 
the reason for the rate increas- 
es, Wollman said. 

The Postal Reorganization 


Act of 1970 transformed the old 
Post Office Department to the 
independent governmental agen- 
cy named the U. S. Postal Ser- 
vice. In the Act Congress re- 
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quired that postal rates and 
fees provide sufficient revenues 
so that the Postal Service grad- 
ually became suppored ‘by the 
mail users instead of by the tax- 
payer. 

The Act provides that ‘Pos- 
tal rates shall be established to 
apportion the costs of all postal 
operations to all users of the 
mail on a fair and equitable ba- 
sis.” 

It provided 
Postal 


an independent 
Rate Commission, ap- 


pointed by the President, to de- 
termine postage rates. The Pos- 
tal Service proposed increased 
rates to the Rate Commission 
last September, and scheduled 
their implementation on a tem- 
porary basis January 5. 

The Cost of Living Council 
reduced the effective amount of 
the total increase by ruling that 
the changes should not take ef- 
fect until March 2, and the Pos- 
tal Service decided not to ap- 
peal this ruling.
